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PREFACE 


In 1957, Mrs. Mary Givens Bryan, them Chairman of the State Records 
Committee of the Society of American Archivists and now President of that 
Society, published her monumental reports which, among other things, con- 
tained a directory of state archival agencies. 


Since that time changes have taken place among the archival agencies 
of the country. New legislation has been adopted in some states, budgets 
and personnel have changed in others, some agencies have been re-organized, 


‘and New-Mexico for the first time has an archival agency. 


This new Directory of State Archival Agencies attempts to bring up to 
date Mrs. Bryan's report of 1957. No effort has been made to duplicate in 
all details the information contained in her report, and the user of this 


new Directory is reminded to refer to.the 1957 report for such information 
as legislation prior to 1958. 


Caution should be used in accepting figures on annual budgets and 
number of employees. Such figures often do not reflect a true picture of 
the situation within an agency. For instance, the total amount of the 
budget may not be spent during the year, or additional allotments may be 
obtained. Likewise, employees may devote part of their time to non-archival 


activities in some agencies, and temporary personnel in other agencies may 
increase the number of employees. 


The data contained in the Directory was furnished by the agencies con- 
cerned, and care has been taken to prevent errors in transcribing. However, 


if errors are detected, the Editor should be informed so that proper note 
of them can be made. 


It is the hope of the State Records Committee that this Directory can 


be revised every two years. Suggestions and criticisms in this connection 
will be welcane. 


The Editor records his gratitude to Mrs. Mary Givens Bryan, Georgia 
State Archivist and President of the Society of American Archivists, and 
Robert M. Brown, Minnesota State Archivist and Chairman of the State Records 
Committee, for their advice and assistance, and to Michael R. Machesko of 
my staff for running the stencils and handling the paper work involved in 
the compilation of the Directory.
